officer.

ing senate clearance previously. 


Only President Truman's signa- 


ture is needed before London can 
start drawing on the money, in 
return for which the British have 
promised to work for freer world 
trade. The loan is to be repaid by 
the year 2001. Some officals be- 
lieve the first money will be ad- 
vanced this week. 


Directly from Treasury 


The British credit will come di- 


rectly from the United 
States 


treasury, but any money Moscow 
might get would be from the Ex- 
port-Import Sank—a government 
agency with considerably less than 
$1.000,000,000 left in its till.

the British loan, its expected effect 
in improving worldwide trade and 
prosperity, as well as the close 
wartime 
alliance between

House Fight Over 
OPA Revival 


Set for Tomorrow 


Washington, July 15.—(AP) — 


Democratic leader Barkley (Ky) 
indicated today congress is mak- 
ing its final effort to pass OPA 
revival legislation by telling re- 
porters he hopes for adjournment 
by July 27. 


Barkley' sstatement was made at 


the White House after legislative 
leaders held their customary Mon- 
day 
morning 
conference with 


President Truman. 
It 
promptly 


was interpreted at the Capitol as 
a sign that, if Truman does not 
sign the bill sent him by congress, 
no further effort will be made to 
extend OPA's general authority. 


The 
president 
indicated 
he 


would veto the 
senate-approved 


bill as it stands by commenting 
yesterday that it "couldn't be any 
worse." 


Barring a last-minute change in 


plans the first test will take place 
on the house floor tomorrow. 


The issue—with each side confi- 


dent of victory—is whether any 
controls at all shall be clamped 
back on a dozen or more items in 
legislation to breathe 
new life 


into OPA until next June 30. 


The senate, by top-heavy ma- 


jorities, ordered these things kept 
free of any future price ceilings: 


Meat, poultry, eggs, milk, but- 


ter, cheese and all other livestock 
and dairy products; 
cottonseed, 


soybeans and their products; grain 
and feedstuffs; tobacco products 
and gasoline and other petroleum 
products, so long as oil supplies 
do not drop below domestic de- 
mand. 


Exemptions Displease Truman 
It undoubtedly was this list of 


exemptions that prompted Tru- 
man to say the OPA bill "is in 
terrible shape" and "couldn't be 
any worse." He used those phrases 
in reporting on the 
status of 


price 
controls 
to Secretary of 


State Byrnes and Senators Con- 
nally (D-Tex.) and Vandenberg 
(R-Mich.) upon their return yes- 
terday from the Paris foreign 
ministers' conference. 


The measure as it emerged from 


the senate early Saturday was a 
substitute for the OPA bill Tru- 
man vetoed on June 29 as an "im- 
possible" piece of legislation. 


However, a formidable group oJ 


republicans who claim some dem- 
acratic support want to accept the 
senate bill "as-is" and send it 
along to Truman without follow- 
ing the usual procedure of re- 
ferring it first to a senate-house 
conference. 


The only OPA bill the house 


has passed since the agency died 
July 1 was one to extend all price

to Build Betatron 


Gov. Green ha* released $1,064.- 


900 of oost-war funds for 
con- 


struction at the University of Illi- 
nois of a betatron ot approximate- 
ly 400 milion electron volt capac- 
ity, much more powerful than pre- 
viously had been planned by Dr. 
Donald W. Kerst, faculty member 
who invented the machine for use 
in the study of cosmic rays. 


Kerst, the young physicst whose 


early betatrons 
were 
used 
in 


atomic energy research, originally 
had planned "that the new machine 
would be ot 250 million volt ca- 
pacity. 


J ' » Millions 
Appropriated 


The legislature last year appro- 


priated $1,500,000 so that Kerst 
could continue his pioneering' work 
on the university campus. The 
post-war planning commission, in 
recommending to Gov. Green that 
the money be spent, said: 


"On Sept. 14, 1945, he commis- 


sion recommended the release of 
$9,000 for § the 
construction 
of 


plans and jpecifcations for 
the 


physics research laboratory. 
On 


Oct. 
26, the commission recom- 


mended a release of $300,000 for 
the construction of the physics re- 
search laboratory and $126,100 for 
the-design, construction, and in- 
stallation of a pilot betatron unit 
oi 75 million electron volt capac- 
ity. 


Xo Higher Cost 


"Prof. D. CV. Kerst advises that 


experimentaton through the pilot 
betatron unit has progressed suf- 
ficiently so that he has formulat- 
ed plans for the large unit. Orig- 
inally a 250 million electron volt 
unit was contemplated. However, 
from knowledge acquired by the 
professor while identifed with the 
Manhattan atomic project, he de- 
veloped plans for a machine of 
much 
greater 
capacity 
which 


could be completed for about the 
same cost as the 250 million elec- 
tron unit. It is now contemplat- 
ed to erect a unit of approximate- 
ly 400 million electron volt ca- 
pacity." 


Park Livingston, president of the 


university's board of trustees, said 
the use of a morp powerful beta- 
tion should enhance cosmic ray 
research in producing for labora- 
tory study the negative electrons. 
No other machine has promise of 
developing such intensity of pow- 
er, he said. 
The betatron also 


will be used in cancer research.

With the collapse of German 


resistance and the emergence ot 
Tito as head of the new Yugoslav,

prepared against Mihailo\ ic Hunt 
ed for months, he finally was run 
down and seized last March 13 in 
a mountain refuge surrounded by 
only a few faithful followers.
